The London trade Journal, Industries 
and Iren bas lately published a series 
ef articles on the expediency of sub- 
stitutinmg auto-cars or motor cars fer 
the wegons and carriages drawn by 
hOrses. The author, Mr. James Long, 
who is evidently qualified by an engi- 
meer’s experience to discuss the sub- 
ject, examines first the machines and 
the prospect of improving them, and 
then the various uses to which they may 
be applied. 


In Englend, until recently, the law 
was the chief obstacle to the employ- 
ment of the horseless carriage, but this 
obstacle has been removed by the pass- 
ing of the Locomotives on, Highways bill. 
Before the auto-car, however, can come 
into general use there are several ques- 
tions to be answered respecting the 
machines themselves, their structure 
and motive pewer, their cost and the de- 
gree of skill required to manage them. 
In Mr. Long's opinion the adoption of 
electricity for the propulsion of the 
horseless carriage is as yet improbable;

Too many ruies regarding any mat- 
ter are generally a hindrance. In milk- 
ing gentleness, cleanliness and rapidity 
are all we considers essential to make a 
good miiker. Turf, Farm and Home 
lays down the following “rules:” First 
—Work rapidly; slowness causes loss of 
cream. ; 

Second—Mizk thoroughly to the last 
drop, because the last milk is the best. 

Third—Milk at the same time every 
day. . 

Fourth—Milk crosswise, that is to 
say, one fore teat on the right and @ 
hind teat on the left, and vice versa, 
the milx thus flows more copiously than | 
by paradel milking. 

Fifth—Milk with four fingers and not | 
with index and thumb, a faut too com- 
mon with mitkers. 

Sixth—Do not empluy any kind of | 
mitking machines. 

Seventh—To mii young,restive cows, 
raise one of the forefeet.

factured in France weighs 130 pounds, 
and costs $320; it is propelled by a 
motor which is adapted to the rear 
axle; the frame, which is made of alum- 
inum, has a reservoir for the oil, of 
which about three quarts are carried. 
The weight which this machine will 
sustain is 230 pounds, and the distance 


which can be covered without refilling 
the reservoir varies from forty-five to 
sixty miles, the variation being due to 
the condition of the road, the strength 
of the wind, and the weight borne. On 


a level road it is claimed that from 
twenty to thirty miles can be tra- 


versed within an hour, and that mod- 
erate hills can be ascended without the 


help of the. pedals, while with them 
steep hills can be scaled.

DAIRY NOTES. 

One oan delay doing many things 
without ‘oss, but to put off churning 
when the cream is “just right” is not 
in the list, if your standard is high 
and it shou‘d be. Set your aim high 
and then try to attain it by due atten- 
tion to detaits. Do not make the mis- 
take of thinking that butter is made 
by churning but realize that it is be- 
ing made from the time the milk is 
drawn until it is churned. No amount 
of ‘‘doctoring” will cure “poor quality” 
butter. 

Whether your churn is the o:d-fasb- 
ioned dash or the modern oscillating or 
concussion churn, let it be scrupulously 
clean and sweet-smelling before using; 
and in order to have it so. wash im- 
mediately after k is used, scald and set 
where it will be thoroughly aired and 
dried. Rinsing in lime water occasion- 
ally is a benefit and will remove the 
musty or sour odors which sometimes 
linger around churns. Some dairyists 
after cleansing their churn will put 
co:d water into the churn before setting 
it away. This is not to be recommend- 
ed, as a@ day or two will develop a very 
unpieasant odor, especially if the weath- 
er is warm. 

After scalding the churn preparatory 
to using, always wait until the steam 
has evaporated, or ese a “woody” 
smell will be imparted to the cream. 
All wooden utensils used in dairy work 
should be washed first in tepid water 
and afterward washed, scaided and 
dried. Never use the dishcloth about 
the churn. If a cloth is used let it be 
put to that use alone. Wooden ware 
can be cleansed more neatly, rapidly, 
and satisfactorily, with the aid of a 
brush —either rice, straw or bristle. 
There should be a brush for the churn 
and the butter and milk vessels, and 
it should not be put to other uses, but 
should be wack: rinsed and dried by 
ot on one end in a dry, sunny 
place after using. 

If a concussion churn is used, when 
the butter begins to come—when half 
as large as a grain of wheat—do not 
continue churning unti) it is in a sol- 
id mass, but let stand five or eight 
minutes, or until all the granules rise 
to the top; the buttermi-k must then all 
be drained off and co:d water added to 
work the butter in the chu:n. Draw o’f 
the first water and add a second; as 
soon as the butter is hard and firm en- 
ough, remove from the churn. Some 
use skimmers, but we use the ladle. The 
imp’ement is not of so such moment 
as the manner it is used. Let the but- 
ter, which is now in the granu‘ar state 
be drained and then sated with the 
vest dairy ealt. We use nearly two 
ounces to the pound, but some prefer 
a fresher article. We prefer to salt 
butter after it is removed from the 
churn rather than brine sa‘t it. Work 
lightly, just enough to incorporate the 
sait evenly, and do not mash and sinear 
it; press it, touch it lightly and daintily, 
shape it, and ready for use, and 
the sooner it is delivered to your cus- 
tomers the better. The delicate aroma 
which butter so made generaZly has, is 
a evanescent, me —_ made _ in 

s oF packages, by being exposed to 
the air an this delicate flavor very 
soon. Co'd storage does not produee any 
change, and nothing can be done to re- 
tain this flavor, but packing in jars so 
as to exclude the air. 

The market va‘ue of butter depends 
upon its flavor, to a great extent, pro- 
babiy more than any other quality. Ap- 
pearance should be given due promin- 
ence, but flavor is paramount.

In sheep raising as mutton is sup- 
erceding wool production, the English 
methods of feeding are being adopted, 
including the use of rape as a part ra- 
tion. 

The Ohio Experiment Station has been 
doing something along this line and 
sends out the following experience: On 
May 17, 1895, a patch of the Dwarf Es- 
sex rape was planted in drills on the 
station farm. It came up very nicey 
in a! out ten days, but grew ra‘her s.ow- 
ly until the last two weeks in Jung 
after which it grew much more rapidy, 
reaching an average height of about 
four feet by the middie of August. At 


this stage we began cutting and feed- 
ing it to some of our sheep in the barn. 


They ate it with a reiish, leaving no 


rt of stem nor ‘eaf. This patch net- 
ed a yield of twelve tons and 1,700 
pounds to the acre. After this was cut 
off it immediate’y started up a sec- 
ys 


the second growth had reached an av- 
erage height of eighteen inches. This 
was cut down and fed. A third crop 
started and grew nice_y until the mer- 
rees above 
zero, which seemed to kill all the vital- 
ity in it. 

About July 1 we cleaned off asmall 
patch which had been sown to cow 
peas, sowed it to rape and harrowed 
it ‘ightiy to cover the seed; in three 
weeks from date of p'anting it had al- 
most hidden the ground showing a 
much more rapid growth than when 
planted earlier. Our sheep were very 
fond of it, and did weil while feeding on 
it. 
If pastured upon the rape patch,sheep 
when first turned in, or, rather, after 
they get to eating it nicety, should not 
be turned in when very hungry or when 
the rape is wet, and as they may over- 
eat and suffer from indigestion, or they 
may die from boating. There is also 
some danger of them purging at first. 
If they have access to an od pasture 
when first turned on the rape it will 
very effective in preventing scours, 
as we.i as other disorders likely to arise 
from impaired digestion. If the first 
few days are passed without troub‘e, 
it will mot be necessary to remove the 
sheep from the patch but it wit] always 
be judicious to ‘vox after them frequent- 
ly. A serious objection to the rape 
p-ant is that it is lable to be attacked 
with the cabbage aphis. This ‘ittle pest 
is capable of destroying a whole field 
within a very short time.

GREAT LOSS OF LIFE CANNOT BEji 


AVERTED IN INDIA 


oe 
And Milliens of Pounds Will be Required 
Prespects Could Mardi 
Mere Mepelese—Relief Werks Will 


The appalling calamity which seems 
ready to descend upon & iderabie 
part ef the Quean’s Indian pire, can 
only be realized by those who have act- 
ually seen the disastrous uences 
of a widespread scarcity of food in the 
more thickiy populated countries of 
Asia, says the Pail Mall Gazette. The 
Government has had to face no such 
danger since 1877, when, in spite of 
all its efforts and the expenditure of 
eleven millions sterling, five and a 
quarter million people perished—some 
from actual want of food, others from 
the diseases that are certain to afflict 
a famine-stricken population. The au- 
thorities rightly deprecate a panic; 

| but it would be worse than useless to 
conceal the true facts of the situation. 
Agricultural products in northern In- 
dia could hardly be more hopeless. Noth- 
ing but a general rainfall of three or 
four inches within the next week ar so 
would suifice to make unirrigated Jands 
fit for the “ rabi” sowings. The early 
break of the rains has had disastrous 
effects. Bundelcund, tbe central pro- 
vinces, and all the black cotton land 
down to the Berars got a fair amount 
of rain during the earlier part of the 
monsoon, and are consequently better 
off for the moment; but when it comes 
to the spring crop the people in these 
tracts will be as sore pressed as the 
population of the Punjaub and north- 
west provinces. From Nagpur north- 
ward to Bareilly (a distance, roughly 
measured, of 500 miles) and from Patna, 
in Behar, westwasd to Peshawur, on 
the Afghan frontier (double that dis- 
tance), ; 

ACUTE DISTRESS 


is inevitable. Even should next spring 
give a bumper harvest, there would be 
much suffering between then and now. 
The most sanguine officiais are afraid 
to expect more than half the normal 
yield; and that, coming after a succes- 
sion of lean seasons, implies food at 
famine prices over the whole region. 
From the present moment till the mid- 
dle of next June, therefore, the peo- 
ple will groan under what is perhaps 
the most awful tribulation that can be 
inflicted on great masses of the hu- 
man race. Every means of alleviation, 
and of preventing actual death, from 
want of food, will, we may rest assured, 
be adopted by Lord Elgin’s Govern- 
ment; but suffering there must be so 
grievous that one shrinks from esti- 
mating its degree. 

The most we can hope is that mea- 
sures of relief will be so directed and 
applied that every rupee spent shall 
have its full effect in saving life and 
averting intolerable misery. it has 
been otherwise in the past. During the 
Oriss a famine of 1865-66 one-fourth of 
the ulation of the affected districts 
psrighed. In the Behar famine, twelve 
years later, loss of life, indeed, was pre- 
vented. The Government imported 
grain, which, in a limited area, inter- 
sected with rivers and rai!roads, could 
easily be distributed; but the expense 
was far heavier than it need have been. 
Millions of money were wasted. Then 
came ras famine of 1876-77. 
There was a ‘difference of opinion be- 
tween the local and supreme Govern- 
ments. The latter endeavoured to en- 
force a more economical expenditure. 
Whether Lord Lytton and Sir John 
Strachey were right, and the Duke of 
Buckingham. and his advisers were 
wrong, or whether the Madras Gov- 
ernment would have done better with- 
out interference from Simla, are ques- 
tions to which even a royal commission 
failed to give a final and conclusive an- 
swer; but the fact remains that the 

MORTALITY WAS ENORMOUS 
and the expenditure great at the same 
time. In many respects, it may be said, 
the Indian administration is better pre- 
pared to undertake a famine now than 
it was in 1877. Since then there has 
been an immense development of rail- 
way communication; and throughout 
the threatened area the authorities are 
only waiting for orders to begin pub- 
lic works which will provide many thou- 
sands with employment. In the north- 
west :provinces, indeed, relief works 
have Teen n all through the hot 
weather ; and, as Lord Elgin stated in 
council the other ee fi at one time as 
many as 300,000 people were employed. 
On the other hand, the extent of ter- 
ritory which has to be safeguarded may 
well excite nueasiness; and there are 
other circumstances, too, which must 
be taken, we fear, into account. Is the 
European civil service as efficient as it 
was a dozen years ago? We do not 
doubt its energy and devotion; but the 
senior ranks have been sadly depleted 
by premature retirements. In these 
days of a depreciated rupee a civiian 
usually takes his pension the moment 
be has earned it; and the men who 
could best lead a famine campaign are 
out of the service. : : 

In regard to the cost of famine relief 
it is satisfactory to know-jthat a re- 
petition of the reckless expenditure that 
took place in Lord Northbrook’s time 
is altogether unlikely. Even before the 
fear of a scarcity had overshadowed the

Lost His Legs im a Blizzard, and Invented 
Artificial Ones. 


Another champion has appeared in the | 


West. The Chicago Times-Herald says 
that he is the most remarkable pede- 
strian that ever walked on artificial 
legs... His name is James T. Farrier and 
he says that he is willing to| walk 
against any man who uses artificial 
legs, a distance of from one mile to 
five miles. If the stories told of his 
exploits are true he would probably win 
such a match. 

Mr. Farrier lost both of his feet 
some years ago and artificial ones have 
taken their places. He walks readily 
without the eid of crutch or cane, can 
dance with ease and grace, is a high- 
kicker of note, and would not be thought 
to be a cripple by a person who did not 
know him. He can easily kick a hat 
held nearly eight feet from the floor. 
He has a record of fifteen feet in three 
standing jump. Before he lost his legs 
he rode one of the old-fashioned bi- 
cyeles and next summer he expects to 
master a safety and ride it as well as 
a professional. 

AS GOOD AS FLESH AND BLOOD. 

Mr. Farrier’s artificial legs are made 

after designs invented by imselt. 
They are of aluminum, sole leather and 
rubber. The joints work naturally and 
easily. He wears shoes on the feet, 
which are made of leather and rubber. 
The joints work naturally and easily. 
Each leg weighs two and_ three-quar- 
ter pounds, about one-fifth of the 
weight of the usual artificial leg. Be- 
fore be secured the legs with which 
be has broken all records for artificial 
lunbs be had tried a number of arti- 
ficial legs, but none of them gave him 
satisfaction. They were too heavy and 
cumbrous, and he could not walk any 
distance with them with ease. He 
wanted legs on which he could pursue 
his avocation of farming, and in order 
to get them he had to invent them. 
_ Mr. Farrier iost his legs in a blizzard 
in Poik County, Minn., in the Red Riv- 
ec Valley, While returning home from 
Minneapolis in February, 1893, he 
started to waik from the railroad sta- 
tion to his farm, When less than half 
a mile from his house the storm struck 
him and he found it impossible to find 
his way in the blinding snow and awful 
wind. Ali nigbt he remained outdoors, 
and whea found in the morning was 
almost dead. His feet were frozen sol- 
id, and both were amputated. He takes 
his misfortune cheerfully and says he 
is glad it was his feet instead of his 
bands because there are many things

Railroads in Australia. 


Mr. Henry C. Stanley, chief engi 
neer of railroads for the Australian 
Colony of Queensland, and in conver- 
sation with a newspaper reporter gave 
some very interesting facts about the 
railroad system in that country. 

“Tn all the Australian colonics” said 
Mr. Stanley, “the railroads are not only 
owned by the Government, but are op 
erated by it. In Queensland all the 
lines are under the control of a com- 
missioner appointed by the governor 
with the consent of bis council, and as 
the commissioner’s term 1s for a stated 
number of years Leis not influenced 
by political consideration, in fact the | 
management of the railways in our | 
coantry has been taken completely out 
of politics, and they are conducted = on 
a purely business basis. This eined 
good throughout all the colonies. 

“* Under the commissioner are three 
principal officials —chief engineer in 
charge of the construction of lines and | 
their maintenance ; general tratiic 
manager, whose duties are about the 
same as are performed by that official 
in this country, and locomotive engineer 
who has the supervision of all rolling 
stock.

poor creatures no longer sought to fly 
or defend themselves.

AIR FUEL rOR GUNBOATS. 
interesting Experiments Reinmg Made in 
The German Navy. 

The German naval authorities have 
decided to partially heat the boilers of 
their men-of-war with oil. This new 
oil is called ‘“‘neasut” It is strictly 
at’ar oil, a product of the distillation 
of lignite, and is dark brown in color. 
Special tanks will be constructed for 
it on each veasel, and from these tanks 
pipes will lead to the furnaces, and the 
oil will be conducted thereto through 
these pipes. 

From the pipes it will be ejected by 
steam in a spray, and

AMONG THE FIRST. 

Qucen Elizabeth Possessed Twenty-Seven— 
@ld Werld Styles Greatly Revived ef 
Late—Religious and Pelitical Fans. 

‘Fans for cooling the face have been 
in use from remote ages, and mention 
is made of them having been used for 
keeping flies of sacred images. These 
were sometimes round, with tiny bells 
of silver or silver gilt attached, Chris- 
tians and Pagans alike “have applied 
them to liturgic ceremonies: The first 
Christian fanmakers were St. Fuigence 
and St. Jeronee. 

It is not improbable that wings of 
birds and leaves of trees were the first 
fans, and their evolution has been 
steady, but almost imperceptible. 

In ancient times the leaves of the 


palm, lotus and banana were used in rege 


their natura] state for making fans. 
Several very interesting ones of this 
kind are to be seen. One example is 
from an old Hindostanee bas-relief. It 
is a plain leaf, but later they began or- 
wamenting them with sea-fow) feath- 
ers or argus eyes. 

A highly interesting fan is owned by 
the Baronees Rothechild. It is made of 
woven bull-rushes and painted in vari- 
ous colors and ornamented with pearls. 
The handle is of jade, set off with 
rubies of large size. It is not improb- 
able that it was at one time the prop- 
erty of some Asiatio King. 

In the old cathedral records of the 
thirteenth century mention is made of 
the fan for the first time, although 
they were known in other countries 
long before this. Later in this cen- 
tury they began decorating fans with 
feathers. The’ feather fans of Louis 
XIV.’s time attained great perfection 
and were very beautifui—the sticks oft- 
en of ivory, siiver or gold, painted, en- 
ameled or engraved and mounted with 
precious stones. ‘ 

The manuiacture of fans did not reach 
its height until about the year 1778. 
However, before that, in 1733, there had 
been 500 manufactories in. Paris alone. 
_The Paris fan excelied them all, as 
it does even to this day. In no city on 
the globe does a fam secure the price of 
$500, as it does in Paris: The sticks 
are of handsomely carved mother 
pearl, ivory, bone or sandal wood. Fans 
bave been used for various purposes. It 
is an authentic fact that where the old 
market woman made her 
ory address to Mary Antoinette on the 
birth of the Dauphin of France, she had 
her notes on her fan, and referred to 
them without the slightest embarrass- 
ment. : a 

A cut of the oldest Chinese fan im 
existence is shown. It is in the Louvre 
in Paris, and is 1,400 years old. It is 
made of a single bamboo leaf, with an- 
cient Chinese inscriptions on the face. 

Another is an early Chinese made of 
eilk, leaves and feathers and sewn with 
pearls. It is so light and delicate as 
not to weigh 2 ounces: Ali over Asia 
fans are as much im use with men as 
with women. é 

‘Tortoise shell and gold were various- 
ly used. The sticks were imlaid or en- 
graved, and linen, silk, featbers and 
transparent lace were employed in their 
manufacture. : :

The oldest Christian fan in existence 
dates from the sixth century, and be- 
longed to Queen Theodolina. It is pre- 
served in the Castle of Monza, near Mil- 
an, and is shown to tourists as @ relic. 
It is of leather, divided into two leaves, 
and opens by means of a-spring. The 
leaves are gilded and ornamented with 
pearls and rubies, and present traces 
of a Latin inscription. The handle is 
of engraved gold, in'aid with gems.

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Tf 1S A GREAT LANDMARK 


THE MOST FAMOUS HOUSE IN THE 
BRITISH EMPIRE. 
Seon te Be Demelivhed—Descriptive and 
Misterical Sketch of the Ballding. 

It is seriously proposed to tear down 
the house at No. 10 Downing street, 
London, for nearly two hamdred years 
the headquarters of the Government 
of Great Britain, in order to make way 
for the new office of the Board of 
Trade. But a conflict seems probable 


‘| before the ion is accomplished, 
tnacvereachectassebaniat bet ween busi- 


ness interests and sentiment, and con- 
siderable protest is being heard against 
the removal of so famous a landmark. 
How famous it ws can be judged by the 
following description and historical 
sketch: 

“No. 10 Downing street has been the 
official residence of the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain since the beginning of 
the last century, its first occupant of 
that rank being Sir Robert Walpole. 
who is described by his brilliant som 
Horace, as sitting in strange, unwonted 
fashion without speaking. and with 
eyes fixed for an hour together, lost 
to the jevial good sense which had se- 
oured the Hanoverian succession. 
Among his successors at No. 10 Downing 
street was. Lord North, the statesman 
to whom England is mainly indebted 
for that war of independence that re- 
sulted in the loss of the American cole 
onies. 

“It was to a room at No. 10 Downing 
street that the great Lord Chatham 
was carried after he swooned ig the 
House of Lords during the memorabie 
debate on American affairs, and it wae 
there, too, that Pitt the younger, the 
beaven-born Minister who made it his 
constant residence, had his heart broken 
by the first Napoleon. Fox lived tnere, 
and so did Canning, while the only oc- 
casion on which Lord Nelson ever met 
the great Duke of Wellington was in 
the waiting-room drawing-room of No. 
10 Downing street, where both were 
waiting to see the Prime Minister. Wel- 


lington, at that time, only Sir Arthur 
Weilesley, knew the celebrated admiral 
rom his picture. Neilson, however, did 
not know Sir Arthur, but was struck 
with bis conversation that he stepped 
out of the room to enquigy who he 
might be. 
RESIDENCE OF NOBLES. 


“Earl Grey made Downing street his. 
residence, as did also Mr. Gladstone and 
ord Beaconsfield, while Lord Mel- 
reat Sir Robert Peel. Lord 
d Palmerston merely 
used it as their offices. 
“From the:days of Sir Robert Wal- 
| ot however, until those of Lord Salis- 
’s first Premiership, No. 10 Down- 
ing street has always been the place 
of meeting of the British Cabinet. The 
councils were held in a room on the 
ground floor, with a windows open- 
ing upon a terrace, looking into a 
large, old-fashioned garden. It was 
only when Mr. Gladstone became Prime 
Minister, and included a larger number 
of statesmen in his Cabinet than bad 
until that time been cusomary, that 
the meetings were transferred to @ 
larger room a looking out op 
the so-called Horse uards rade. 
“The outward appearance of the 
house is very plain, and that part which 
faces Down street conveys no idea 
of the size the wi behind, which 
coniains several magnificent reception 
rooms, one of them adorned with a 
series of fine portraits of all the former 
official occupants of the house. 
WHENCE ITS NAME. 
“Since Lord Salisbury has been 
rime Minister he has been in the 
habit of having the Cabinet meet at the 
Foreign Office, where he makes his of- 
ficia! headquarters, and his example 
was followed for a time by Lord Rose 
bery, although he ultimately reverted 
to lonninis street for the sake of old 
traditions and associations. It may be 
added that Mr. Gladsone, as well as a 
number of his predecessors, used to. 
make a practice of entering the buuse 
through the garden by means of the 
wicket-gates in the wail fronting the 
Horse Guards Parade, so as to avoid 
the crowd of le invariably waiting 
around the ning street entrance. 
“Downing street, which is a species 
of cul-de-sac, takes its name from Sir 
Geo Downing, who was Secretary of 
reasury in 1680, and first became 


King James II., to 
follow into exile sooner than to serve 
King William and Queen Mary of glori- 
ous memory.’”
